south side of the building. 
After breaking into the ware­ 
house, the intruders then broke into 
a building at Viener's junk yard by 
forcing a window and opened slid­ 
ing doors on both side of that build­ 
ing, which adjoins a "blind” alley 
into which the robbers presumably 
had driven an automobile. 
The thieves then carried the loot 
from the warehouse, through the 
Viener building, and loaoed it into 
their machine and drove aw*ay.

First Number Of Metropoli­ 
tan Newspaper Appeared 
On September 3, 1833.

New York 
(APL—One hundred 
years ago Tile Sun rose on the jour- 
nalitic horizon of New York. 
The first number appeared Sep­ 
tem ber 3, 1833. A folded sheet of 
four printed pages, each ll by 8 
inches, it was w ritten, 
set 
and 
printed by one m an, 
23-year-old 
Benjamin H. Day. 
Dana Pact Of T radition 
The 
Sun 
tradition 
runs back 
through the days 
of 
Charles A. j 
Dana. It has grown w ith New York 
and established itself as a n institu­ 
tion. 
The 
paper's 
first 
substantial} 
achievements was its success wtih 
street sales at a penny a copy. It 
had broken into a sixpenny field , 
and the experiment was a daring 
one for a daily publication. In rn 
bare two m onths it had a circula­ 
tion 
of 
2,000; 
in 
another 
two 
m onths the circulation doubled, and 
in a year it was 10.000. 
Benjamin Day sold the Sun in 
1838 to his brother-m -law , 
Moses 
Yale 
Beach, for $40,000. 
Half 
a 
century later he said: 
The silliest thing I ever did was 
to sell that palier!’” 
Under the Beach regime, pigeons 
were used to speed news dispatches 
from incoming steam ships to The 
Sun office. The craze for speed in­ 
spired Edgar Allan Poe to hoax a 
story about an airship flying from 
England to South Carolina. 
The 
Sun commented on Poe s imagin­ 
ing: 
We by no m eans think such a 
prooject impossible.” 
Sold After Civil W ar 
The Sun carried on through the 
turbulent period of the war between 
the states, and in 1868 Mr Beach 
sold the paper for $175,000 to a 
group headed by Charles A Dana, 
who founded The Sun Printing and 
Publishing association. 
Dana was 
editor until 1897, and in this period 
The Sun contributed glittering pas­ 
sages to jouraailistic history. 
A famous m anaging editor. Ches­ 
ter S. Lord, was "bos.:’’ of the news 
staff from 1880 to 1913. 
Frank 
A. 
Munsey 
bought 
the 
paper in 1916, and for a brief period 
The 8r.n 
was 
am algam ated with 
another 
Munsey acquisition, 
the 
New York Herald. T he paper ap­ 
peared under the title of Tin1 Sun 
and New York Herald, but Munsey 
soon 
separated 
Tile 
Sun, 
and 
changed it from a m orning to an 
evening paper. 
When Munsey died in 1925. he 
bequca bed The Sun to the Metro­ 
politan 
Museum of Art, William 
T. Dewart purchased it from the 
museum in 1926, 
and, in accord­ 
ance with Munsey’;* wishes, Dewart 
arranged the m utualization of The 
Sun 
by issuing stock 
to several 
hundred of the employes

WHAT TO TEACH 
CHILD WORKERS 
IS THE PROBLEM 


Pennsylvania Plans To Com­ 
bine Vocational Training 
And Academic Studies. 


NEW COMMITTEE CONTROLS OIL’ INDUSTRY 


(By The Associated Press) 
W hat to teach the children whom 
the national recovery program is 
turning from labor to the class­ 
room in a challenging consideration 
In some of the eastern industrial 
states. 
It appear, for example, in Penn­ 
sylvania, where educators are plan­ 
ning to fit into its public school 
system 15.000 boys and girls from 
factories and mills, as well as in 
Connecticut, where provision must 
be made for 4,000 girls and boys re­ 
leased from labor. 
Vocational Training Planned 
In Pennsylvania special programs 
combining vocational training with 
academic studies are being devised 
at a tim e when state and local 
school finances are low. 
Connecticut’s 4.000 potential new 
pupils could be returned to school 
without requiring additional teach­ 
ers or equipment, says N S. Light, 
director of the field service 
of the 
board of education. 
Girl* Eager To Work 
In most cases, he and other state 
education officials asserted, the girls 
in particular 
left school 
because 
they hated the classroom and were 
anxious to get 
out and 
"make 
money" even lf only a few dollars a 
week. 
Marcus Marks, who is In charge 
of the New Haven district, said he 
had 
talked to many girls who said 
they 
were girls who "just managed 
to pass the eighth grade” and now 
that 
they have lost their Jobs be- 
ause 
their employers are "under a 
code,” they were going to stay home 
and do housework rather th an go 
back to school with children many 
years younger. 
Children Support Parents 
He added 
that In other cases, 
protests 
came from 
parents who 
had come to depend on the earn ­ 
ings of their children. 
Marks 
cited the case of 
one 
father, who said his daughter lost 
a Job in a shirt factory where she 
earned $5 a week, the sole support 
of a family of IO. The father ob­ 
tained a Job In the same factory, 
but was dismissed after a few weeks 
as he could earn only $2 a week. 
Child labor. Connecticut records 
show, has decreased steadily in re­ 
cent years. The pAk was reached 
during the world war period w'hen 
there were 13,714 children holding 
work 
certificates 
in 
Connecticut 
compared with 4,000 on July I, 1933
